calm and collected. 
He is George Maines, life-long 
friend of "Wild Bob” Burman, one 
of 
America’s greatest dare-devils, 
the man 
who whizzed over Day­ 
tona’s sands at 142 miles an hour 
back in 1911. The mark stood until 
1919. 
Maines, now a newspaper owner 
of 
Saginaw and Flint, Michigan, 
barged in the day after Sir M al­ 
colm had boosted the land speed 
standard up to 272 miles an hour 
He plopped a bulky scrap book upon 
the desk, and it spewed photographs 
and clippings over a sixfoot radius. 
"Yes, Campbell did very well," he 
began, "but did you ever hear about 
Bob Burman, the greatest driver 
who ever clamped his foot down on 
a home-made accelerator?” 
Ever yone has heard vaguely of 
Burman. Many of the com tem pora­ 
ries of the speed king, 
who wa.«$ 
killed in a race at Corona. Califor­ 
nia, in 1916, still are living. 
Some 
still are driving. 
The Greatest Run 
“But what I mean,” continued 
Maines, "is this. 
Do you realize 
th at what he did back in 1911 was 
many times greater than anything 
done by a driver since, including 
Campbell and all the rest. T hat 
mile of Burman’s in his Blitzen- 
Benz in 25.40 seconds was the great­ 
est mile that ever will be driven. 
When they pass 300 miles an hour 
It’ll still be the greatest.’* 
Seeing 
that 
Burman’s 
former 
manager was very muchly in earn- j 
est, he was urged to enlarge upon j 
his theme. He didn’t, as it turned 
out, need to be urged. 
"All right, here’s what Campbell ; 
did, and I would’t for the world de- j 
tract any credit from his feat. He j 
had a 16-cylinder. 2,600-horespower | 
car to begin with, designed 
and 
built by England’s finest engineers, 
manicured and checked to the last 
nut by a corps of mechanics before 
the tests. 
"Campbell, inside a snug cockpit, 
needs 
only 
to steer 
a 
straight 
course down the beach, push hard 
on the throttle and hope for the 
best. T hat’s dangerous, I'll admit; 
plenty dangerous. But, on the other 
hand, look at Burman. 
"When he bought the old Blitzen- 
Benz from Barney Oldfield, it was a 
wreck. Burman, himself, 
put 
it 
back together, piece by piece. 
When 
he finished he had what then was 
considered a marvelous speed crea­ 
tion—a four-cylinder chariot devel­ 
oping all of 200 horsepower. 
"And he got out in that thin? and 
wtih only about a two-mile Stuart set 
a speed record that stood for tight 
years! 
Unprotected 
"He was unprotected by a wind­ 
shield even, and the wind and sand 
and shells cut him Uke a .sandblast. 
His fact was raw, bleeding, when 
he finished. 
"Every inch of the way he was 
worried that he would threw one of 
his flimsy wheels, that a tire would 
blow out. Why, in one race, I saw 
him have eleven blowouts. The car 
had chain drive, one Just under each 
of Burman’s elbows. 
They 
fre­ 
quently snapped. There was active 
danger the thing would catch fire 
and fry him to a crisp before he 
could even slow down. 
Well, th at’s all Burman did that 
afternoon. 
Maybe the speed 
he 
m ade doesn’t seem so mighty fast 
to the present generation. 
But as 
far as I’m concerned th at’s the all- 
time mile landspeed record.”

Anyone who desires a high 
handicap may play carelessly until 
he has registered the required num ­ 
ber of rounds, then reap the benefit 
of this. 
It Isn’t sportsmanlike, but 
it’s done all over the country." 


This is a story about the great 
struggle 
th a t 
the 
undergraduate 
athletes themselves are m aking at 
Cornell 
university to 
keep 
their 
sports program going this year u n ­ 
der a "cash and carry” system, but 
it is typical of the spirit m anifest 
now in dozens of other colleges and 
universities Jn the United States. 
R ather than abandon their a n ­ 
nual trip to Boston for the trian g u ­ 
lar track m eet with H arvard and 
Dartm outh, the Cornell boys did 
some quick figuring. They allowed 
for a drop of 25 per cent In the gate 
receipts, anticipating the met would 
draw at least $3,000. 
It never had 
gone below $4,000. Each m em ber of 
the Red team paid a deposit of $10 
before leaving Ithaca, as a further 
precaution against a deficit, 
but 
with the hope and conviction they 
would get this back and have some 
reserve for the intercollegiate the 
following week. 
It didn’t look like much of a risk, 
especially 
as 
Harvard 
m ade 
a r­ 
rangem ents to house the visiting 
athletes and helped in every way to 
reduce expenses. But on the night 
of the meet Boston was blanketed 
with a snowstorm and the gate re­ 
ceipts fell to a new low, only $2,200. 
The Cornell boys competed with the 
knowledge their personal deposits 
not only were lost, but th a t they 
probably would be assessed further. 
As a result only a handful of Cor­ 
nell athletes were able to m ake the 
trip to the cham pionship m eet in 
New York. One of them. C aptain 
Joe M angan, finished second in the 
mile run despite being badly spiked 
on the first lap, but he was forced 
to withdraw from the two-mile re­ 
lay. 


S p o r t s m a n s h i p Lauded 
"The fact that the Cornell men 
m ade the trip to Boston in th e first 
place was striking evidence of the 
fact th a t athletics in American col­ 
leges are the result of a spontane­ 
ous desire and enthusiasm for com­ 
petition by undergraduates,” com­ 
m ented the Harvard A. A. News. 
"T heir spirit, their sportsm anship, 
ther competition in no way reflect­ 
ed their knowledge of their per­ 
sonal loss and every D artm outh and 
H arvaid m an who knew the facts 
could not help but saw adm iringly: 
W hat boys! Cornell should be proud 
of them.*" 


Don't Overlook Yale 
Most of the eastern sharps have 
been picking Pennsylvania or N p w 
York university to top the eastern 
track and field heap, w hether or not 
the west coast sends a delegation 
for the I. C. A A. A. A outdoor 
cham pionships, but it now appears 
Yale will have considerable voice rn 
the argum ent 
T he 
way 
the 
versatile 
K eith 
Brown and his agile associate* per­ 
formed in capturing the indoor title 
m eet indicates the Ells can figure 
on having about 25 points "in the 
bank." barring accidental develop­ 
m ents. This will make it tough for 
any other outfit unless Southern 
California decides to send on a full 
team in defense of the cham pion­ 
ship. 
It is worth noting th a t the last 
time any eastern college broke up 
the far w estern parade in this clas­ 
sic meet was in 1924, when Yale 
won by thin m argin from Stanford.

New York (AP)—W hile the coun- i 
try a t large Is inclined to run a 
tem perature a t the thought of Sir 
Malcolm Campbell m ushing a mile

there is at least one m an who can 
consider the 
Briton’s 
feat from 
every angle and 
rem ain perfectly 
calm and collected. 
He 
is George Maines, life-long 
friend of "Wild Bob” Burm an, one 
of 
America's greatest dare-devils, 
the m an 
who 
whizzed over D ay­ 
to n a ’s sands at 142 miles an hour 
back in 1911. The m ark stood until 
1919. 
Maines, now a newspaper owner 
of 
Saginaw and 
Flint, Michigan, 
barged in the day after Sir M al­ 
colm had boosted the land speed 
standard up to 272 miles an hour 
He plopped a bulky scrap book upon 
th e desk, and It spewed photographs, 
and clippings over a sixfoot radius. 
"Yes, Campbell did very well,” he 
began, "but did you ever hear about 
Bob Burm an, the 
greatest driver 
who ever clamped his foot down on 
a hom e-m ade accelerator?" 
Ever yone has heard vaguely of 
B urm an. Many of the com tem pora- 
ries of the speed king, 
who was 
killed In a race at Corona, C alifor­ 
nia, in 1916. still are living. 
Some 
still are driving. 
The G reatest Run 
"B ut w hat I m ean," continued 
Maines. "Ls this. 
Do you realize 
th a t w hat he did back in 1911 was 
m any tim es greater th a n anything 
done by a driver since, including 
Campbell and all the rest. T hat 
mile of B urm an’s In his Blitzen- 
Benz in 25.40 seconds was the great­ 
est mile th a t ever will be driven. 
W hen they pass 300 miles an hour 
it’ll still be the greatest.** 
Seeing 
th a t 
B urm an's 
form er 
m anager was very muchly in e a rn ­ 
est, he was urged to enlarge upon 
his theme. 
He didn’t, as it turned 
out, need to be urged. 
"All right, here’s w hat Campbell 
did. and I would't for the world de­ 
tract any credit from his feat. 
He 
had a 16-cylinder. 2,600-horespower 
car to begin with, designed 
and 
built by England’s finest engineers, 
m anicured and checked to the last 
n ut by a corps of m echanics before 
the tests. 
‘‘Campbell, inside a snug cockpit, 
needs 
only 
to 
steer 
a 
straight 
course down the beach, push hard 
on the throttle and hope for the 
best. T h at’s dangerous, I II adm it; 
plenty dangerous. But, on the other 
hand, look a t Burman. 
"W hen he bought the old Blitzen- j 
Benz from Barney Oldfield, it was a 
wreck. 
Burman, 
him self, 
put 
it I 
back together, piece by piece. 
W hen 
he ftnishcd he had w hat th en was 
considered a marvelous speed crea­ 
tion—a four-cylinder chariot devel­ 
oping all of 200 horsepower. 
"And he got out in th a t thing and 
wtih only about a two-mile sta rt set I 
a speed record th at stood for lig h t 
years!

"He was unprotected by a w ind­ 
shield even, and the wind and sand 
and shells cut him like a sandblast. 
His fact was raw, bleeding, when 
he finished. 
"Every inch of the way he was 
worried th at he would threw one of j 
his flimsy wheels, th a t a tire would 
blow out. Why, in one race, I saw 
him have eleven blowouts. The car 
had chain drive, one just under each 
of Burm an's elbows.
